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Glastonbury Abbey, the beautiful ruins of which are 
the principal attraction of the ancient town of Glastonbury, 
is reputed to be built on the site of a wattled church 
erected by Joseph of Arimathea ; in any case there is no 
doubt of the antiquity of the foundation. The ruins now 
seen are the remnants of the magnificent pile erected in the 
reign of Henry II. 
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
